in the Town of Wainwright, was 
received and, on motion by Coun. 
Link;. the secretary-treasurer was 
instructed to write the Women’s Ins- 
titute, advising that Council is in 
sympathy with its request and that 
a careful investigation will be made 
with.a view of arranging for a rest 
room, if it is at all possible, the 
final decision to be communicated to 
the Women’s Institute in due course.

“Your Royal Highnesses, My 
Lords and Gentlemen—The irrepar- 
‘able loss which the British Com 
monwealth of nations has sustained 
by the death of His Majesty, my 
beloved father, has. devolved upon 
me the duty of sovereignty. 

“I know how much you and all 
my subjects with, I hope I may say, 
the whole world feel for me in my 
sorrow and I am _ confident in the 
affectionate sympathy which will 
be extended to my dear mother in

Empire's New Ruler 
Proclaimed King 


LONDON.—A shrill fanfare of 
trumpets, climaxing a colorful age- 
old pageant with modern touches, 
formally proclaimed Great Britain’s 
new monarch on Tuesday morning 
last at 10 am. (GM.T.) as King 
Eaward VIII. 


The actual ceremony which fol- 
lowed traditional lines was broadcast 
throughout the whole world by radio 
and so splendidly was this hand- 
led all over the globe, one could al- 
most imagine themselves being 
actually present when, before a 
great crowd gathered outside the 
historic St. James’ Palace, the king 
of arms, Sir Gerald Woods Wollas- 
ton stepped to the balcony over the 
Friary Court and in a firm voice 
proclaimed thé 41-year-old Edward, 
King, Emperor and Defender of the 
Faith. 

Blasts from silver trumpets rang 
out as Sir Gerald, a member of the 
Herald’s College, pronounced the 
resounding words, 

“God Save the King!” 

The throng stood 


yesterday (Tuesday) saw the big 
building packed to the doors with a 
throng of citizens from the whole of 
the Wainwright district area gather- 
ed to pay their last tribute of re- 
spect to the dead monarch, and to 
silently acknowledge fealty to our 
new King Edward VII. 

Led by a massed choir which oc- 
cupied the whole of the mournfully- 
draped stage, the assemblage, under 
the chairmanship of Mayor Dr. Mid- 
dlemasa, who was supported by the 
ministers of each of the churches of 
our town, joined reverently in the 
singing of “O Canada” as the open- 
ing number, and listened with rapt 
attention to remarks by Mr. G. Gra- 
ham, president of the Wainwright 
branch of the Canadian Legion, and 
a touching address by Rev. Father 
Doyle. 

Following this portion of the pro- 
gramme of proceedings, representa- 
tives from every walk of life, and 
from each organisation — Council, 
Board of Trade, Masonic, 1.0.0.F., 
L.O.L., B.E.S.L., and Schools, and a 
host of others—approached a ceno- 
taph at the front of the stage and 
paid a floral tribute to the memory 
of their dead sovereign, at this time 
a special orchestra playing suitable 
solemn music. 

During the religious portion of the 
meeting, familiar and appropriate 
hymns were sung, and suitable other 
exercises joined in, led by Rev. C.

LONDON. King Edward VIII's 
first proclamation was issued Tues- 
day to Britain's armed forces. The 
proclamation, addressed to the sec- 
retary for war, Lord Halifax, for an 
}immediate broadcast to the armed 
forces throughout the Empire, said: 

“I desire on my accession to the 
throne to express my thanks to the 
army for its devoted services to my 
beloved father. I recall with grati- 
tude the noble response which the 
army made during the Great War 
to his proud confidence in its loy- 
alty, valor and steadfastness. Its 
welfare was ever in his thoughts. 

“My own association with the 
army is now of long standing. I 
‘look back to my service as a young’ 
officer in the Great War as one of 
the most valuable experiences in 
my life. It gave me the opportunity 
and the privilege of comradeships 
with soldiers drawn from the Uni- 
ted Kingdom, from the dominions 
India and the colonies. 

“IT learned to understand and ap- 
preciate those essential character- 
istics which united them in the 
sternest crisis of our history: the 
same fervent attachment to the 
Crown, the same good humor and 
endurance in adversity and the 
game determination to uphold the 
tradition -of .chivalyy and. courage 
which are our common inheritance. . 

“In the happier. days of peace I 
have been able to see by personal 
visits the military forces of the 
Crown both at home and abroad and 
everywhere I noted with pride the 
same gallant bearing which distingu- 
ished those forces in the field.

CANADA’S SURPLUS WHEAT 
NORMAL BY AUGUST 


WINNIPEG.—It is the opinion of 
Canadian wheat traders that when 
present crop year ends the first of 
next August the carry-over of Can- 
adian wheat will not be.) more than 
about 50,000,000 bushels, which ‘is 
considcred about normal. 

This computation is on the basis 
of 267,000,000 bushels as the Can- 
adian visible supply in mid-Decem- 
ber, an allowance of 115,000,000 
bushels for home consumption and 
seed, and export clearances of four 
million bushels a week to the end of 
July. 

Drought, grasshéppers, rust and 
frost have reduced world wheat 
stocks until the Canadian surplus is 
in demand to satisfy world markets. 


The total output of concentrated 
milk products in Canada for the 
eleven months of 1935 ended Novem- 
ber amounted to 99,570,173 pounds, 
an increase of 10,577,631 pounds, or 
12 per cent over the corresponding 
period of 1934.

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TESTS OF 
ALL DRIVERS URGED 


Examinations of all operators of 
motor vehicles was urged when a 
delegation of representatives from 
railwaymen’s unions appeared before 
the Provincial Government on Janu- 
ary 15th. 

The need of uniform traffic regu- 
lations with all Canadian provinces 
also was emphasized by the delega- 
tion, says ‘‘Motordom.” 

Dealing with highway traffic, the 
delegation asked: “With a view to 
uniformity as far as practicable and 
& higher standard of qualification 
for operators, we unge that mea- 
sures be taken to provide: 

(a) “Uniform traffic regulations 
with all provinces in Canada, and 

(b) “That all operators of mo- 
tor vehicles be required to pass a 
| qualifying examination as to visual 
sfacuity, color, perception and hear- 
ing. 

“Every day experience during 
the touring season is demonstrat- 
ing that safety on the highways can- 
not be assured unless and until all 
motor vehicle operators possess ap- 
propriate qualifications and adhere 
more closely to traffic rules and reg- 
ulations. 

“The appalling record of auto ac- 
cidents in 1934, showing 1,108 per- 
sons killed and 17,988 injured, is a 
challenge to our renewed“ collective 
effort for conservation 
life.”

The question everybody in Wash- 
ington is asking everybody else is: 

“What sort of a substitute for 
AAA is the Administration going to 
turn out?” 

Nobody knows the exact answer 
as yet, but a good many straws in 
the wind give some indications of 
what is being planned. The first 
straw was’ President Roosevelt’s 
statement that he was not in favor 
of an expert debenture plan, which 
would, as he put it, amount to mak- 
ing a present to Europe of the fer- 
tility of our soil, In other words, 
what is being sought for is a 
method of crop control based upon 
the necessity of land conservation. 

The representatives of the farm 
organizations who were summoned 
to meet in Washington are united 
on the plan that the so-called mar- 
ginal lands should be withdrawn 
from  commerctal production, 
through rental at equitable rates, of 
such land as may be necessary to 
promote conservation of soil fertility 
and to bring about a balance of do- 
mestic production at profitable 
prices. 


Maybe Domestic Allotments 

Instead of export bounties, it is 
regarded as probable that the Ad- 
ministration will propose a domestic 
allotment system, based on bounties 
to farmers on the proportion of 
their crops consumed at home. This 
has been considered by Congresa 
many times in the past but never 4s 
part of a comprehensive nation-wide 
plan. 

The Supreme Court's decision in 
the AAA case did not negative pro- 
cessing taxes as such, but only the 
allotment of processing funds to a 
special class or group. It is held 
that processing taxes are entirely 
within. the power of Congress, pro- 
vided the money so collected goes 
into the general revenues, and that 
Congress has a right to appropriate 
from general revenues, funds for 
the payment of bounties to farmers 
for soil conservation and other pur- 
poses. 


This idea of soil conservation has 
been One of President Roosevelt's 
pets for a long time. On October 25 
he indicated it as the basis of any 
long-term and permanent  agricul- 
tural adjustment program, and 
pointed out that benefits could be 
made to encourage individual farm-

possible only by _ the sheltering 
effects of belts of trees which also 
store up reserve moisture in the 
form of snow drifts and encourage 
all kinds of wild life. A well-shel- 
tered farmstead is a much more 
comfortable place for stock to win- 
ter and in which to do the chores. 
The results obtained with trees are 
directly proportional to the amount 
of care given them, and by. proper 
cultivation the effects ‘of even 
drought and winter killing can 
largely be overcome. 

The person who makes a hobby of 
growing and caring for trees gener- 
ally meets with success in his ef- 
forts, and the care given the trees, 
instead of being regarded as work, 
is really a pleasure. The choice of 
a hobby on western farms is some- 
what limited, and one which would 
have a practical as well as an aesth- 
etic value should find wide favour. 
There are many who have had this 
idea for years and where this has 
been so, beautiful surroundings have 
resulted, even in the most unlikely 
‘places. By altering one’s outlook on 
life, work becomes a pleasure and 
the world a much more _ pleasant 
place in which ,to live. 

A number of farmers are inclined 
to think that they have not the time 
for this kind of work although they 
realize the many advantages and 
will drive for miles to a picnic where 
some neighbour has well cared for 
trees. Such places are gathering 
spots for the whole community. Sev- 
eral farmers have suggested that 
they would consider engaging some 
elderly person interested in trees, 
twho would do nothing else but care 
for them in return for his board and 
a small allowance. This suggestion 
might solve difficulties for both par- 
ties. «

Cotton and Rice Suits 

The dismissal last week by the 
Supreme Court of the suit brought 
to declare the (Bankhead Cotton 
Control act invalid had no relation 
to the merits of the case. It was 
dismissed on a technicality, as no* 
before the 
Court in a proper and legal manner. 

In the case of the Louisiana rice 
millers who had obtained an injunc- 
tion in the lower courts against the 
lcolléction by the Government of 
processing taxes, the Supreme Court 
ordered the return to the millerg of 
about $200,000,000 which they had 
deposited with the Courts pending 
the decision, on the ground that the 
tax had not actually been collected. 

The agitation for Constitutional 
amendments to give the Federat 
Government greater powers is na- 
turally more active than it has been 
before. Most of the union labor 
groups, some of the farmers’ or- 
ganizations, a very large propor- 
| tion of the radical element, and the 
advocates of economic planning by 
the Government, are expected to 
back one of the proposals for 
amendment, in the hope that the 
present session of Congress may 
submit them to the states. How 
far this movement will get at this 
session {s rather doubtful. There is 


no desire on the part of the Admin- 
istration to make the Constitution 
an issue in the coming campaign. 
Certainly the President is not likely 
to advocate Constitutional changes 
before election, which would tend to 
break down the rights of the states.
